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EXPLANATORY  NOTES 


Those  days  which  are  observed  on  a  fixed  date  are  listed  chronologically 
under  the  month  in  which  they  occur.  They  are  then  followed  by  other 
days  or  weeks  celebrated  within  the  month  for  which  the  exact  date  changes 
from  year  to  year.  All  such  days  or  occasions  are  shown  in  bold  face  type. 
Example  —

For  each  day  we  have  suggested  appropriate  themes  for  programs 
celebrating  these  events.

FOREWORD 


\ 
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This  ALMANAC  OF  FILMS  FOR  SPECIAL  OCCASIONS  is 
dedicated  to  all  of  you  who  use  the  visual  medium  of  communication  in 
your  study  programs.  It  was  born  out  of  the  many  contacts  which  you  have 
made  with  the  Harmon  Foundation  over  a  period  of  years  and  your  queries 
as  to  what  motion  picture  and  still  film  material  might  be  available  for  you 
to  have  in  your  programs  of  special  significance.  From  your  letters  and 
your  talks  to  us,  we  have  collected  together  in  this  calendar  form  all  those 
times  on  which  there  are  special  gatherings  of  social  groups,  religious  or¬ 
ganizations,  and  educational  societies  for  the  purpose  of  considering  some 
phase  of  better  understanding  of  specific  themes  or  ideals. 

It  began  as  a  mimeographed  leaflet  and  proved  sufficiently  useful  in 
that  form  that  we  have  prepared  it  in  print,  hoping  that  it  will  still  grow. 
We  have  left  a  space  after  each  of  the  topics  so  that,  as  you  learn  of  other 
films,  you  may  jot  them  down.  Because  of  the  limitations  of  the  booklet, 
we  were  unable  to  include  any  but  Harmon  Foundation  film  subjects.  We 
have,  however,  given  the  names  of  other  film  distributors  and  film  publi¬ 
cations  so  that  you  may  get  in  touch  with  them  and  find  out  what  is  available. 
The  main  thing  seemed  to  be  the  assembly  of  the  days  and  occasions  and  the 
topics  which  refer  to  them.  We  have  attempted  to  suggest  films  which 
would  have  some  specific  relationship  to  those  topics,  although  these  films 
may  have  been  made  originally  with  an  entirely  different  idea  in  mind. 

It  should  be  clear  to  the  film  user  that  a  film  on  a  specific  theme,  such 
as,  for  instance,  Christmas  or  Arbor  Day,  would  not  be  economically  pos¬ 
sible  to  produce  unless  it  had  other  values  which  could  be  tapped.  In  the 
•ame  way,  special  days  may  have  many  angles  from  which  to  approach 
iem  —  indirect  messages  for  our  study  and  consideration.  We  think  of 
lany  themes  connected  with  Abraham  Lincoln  other  than  just  the  biography 
of  an  outstanding  man  who  was,  in  a  critical  period,  the  President  of  the 
United  States.  He  stood  for  certain  ideals,  which  are  worthy  of  study  in 
all  times.  So  we  have  tried  to  pull  out  related  themes  to  our  days  and  oc¬ 
casions  as  well  as  related  films. 

We  found,  too,  that  there  were  certain  themes  which  kept  coming  up 
on  many  different  occasions,  so  we  have  separated  these  and  placed  them 
under  the  heading  “Master  Lists.”  There,  will  be  found  ten  different  themes. 

So  that  you  may  have  the  ALMANAC  for  ready  reference,  we  have 
indexed  first  by  the  calendar  year  and  then  alphabetically  by  days.  We 
sincerely  hope  that  this  ALMANAC  of  yours  will  continue  to  fill  your 
needs  and  that  you  will  continue  to  help  us  make  it  a  broader  and 
bigger  publication. 
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NOTES  ON  SUGGESTIONS  FOR  USE 
IN  PROGRAM  APPROACH  TO  FILMS 


These  films  are  designed  to  be  integrated  into  a  thoughtful  program  of 
study  and  discussion,  or  a  service  of  worship.  The  theme  of  the  meeting 
should  he  established  by  short  introductory  remarks  which  tie  the  film  into 
the  spirit  of  the  program.  To  help  the  leader  plan  effectively,  the  Founda¬ 
tion  has  prepared  Suggestions  for  Use  to  go  with  most  of  its  films.  The  prices 
for  these  range  from  25c  to  $1.00,  depending  upon  the  amount  of  research 
and  other  material  they  contain,  and  they  should  be  ordered  far  enough  in 
advance  to  allow  adequate  time  for  the  preparation  of  the  program.
